He showed me the whole 
situation, demonstrated that the health 
Utereeu of the people down scream 
bad been carefully guarded, and cordi- 
ally offered that we might consider 
him at the service of all concerned la 
any and every effort to serve the best 
hygienic Interests of hls neighbors. It 
Is true be has suffered the loss of a 
large number of bogs, but In the Inter- 
est of good hygiene and good citizen- 
ship be has burled them deep enough 
to Insure hls neighbors against barm 
therefrom. 

I have staled the whole matter to the 
other members of the board of health 
since my return from Lincoln, and they 
approve of my conclusion that tbs con- 
ditions are as safe as possible.
